The official news agency said 
Lanik J] wus “continuing to 
move strictly In the set orbit” 
Planned by = scientists who 
launched the rocket three days 
ago. 

At 8 p.m. Moscow time (1700 
GMT), the “interplanctary 
station” was 78,293 miles from 
the moon and about 246,568 
miles from the carth, Tass 
sald. é 

“In passing the point of 
minimum distance from the 
moon, the automatic inter- 
planetary station, in circling 
the moon, ‘is continuing {o 
move away from the earth and 
the moon,” Tuss sald. 

Thus the rocket continued for the 
moment to head out into epece.

ou grind your teeth 

n you’ro angry? Well 
don't — you might lose 
thom. 

That's the warning Texas 
dentlst Dr James S. Millsap 
gave the American Dental As- 
socintlon here, He sald people 
who grind their teeth when they 
are under emotional stress can 
damage their gums. 

And this can Iead to loss of 
teeth. 

Dr Millsap was reporting the 
findings of studies into the cause 
of excessive wear of the teeth 
and he revealed that: 

—When the jaws are at rest, 

the teeth are apart. 

-—Teeth do not come into con- 

tact during the chewing of 
food. 

—Tooth contact occurs 

during swallowing. 

—During the chewing ef food, 

the forees applicd to the 
teeth are relatively small, 


EXCESSIVE WEAR 


Dr Millsap said the normal 
use of tecth is confined to less 
than one hour a day. Friction 
of tooth enamel = against “tooth 
enamel ty the only thing = that 
will give excessive wear on the 
biting surfaces, 

Since wear and tear does not 
come from normal chewing 
processes, he reasoned, it must 
come from something else.
